MOTHERING SUNDAY! 

Please remember to make a loaf of Simnel C ake 
to be blessed at the 10:00 M ass! 

Simnel Cake 

Vi C unsalted butter 1 tsp vanilla or almond extract 

1 C sifted flour 1 Vi C dried currants or raisins 

Vi C sugar Vi C candied citron (if you can't find citron, omit it 

2 eggs, beaten and increase the currants/raisins to 2 cups) 

Have the butter at room temperature. Cream the butter until soft and fluffy. 
Beat in the flour and sugar, a little at a time. Add the eggs and extract and beat 
until well mixed. The batter will be stiff, almost like cookie dough. Fold in 
the dried fruit and citron. 

Bake in a greased, medium-sized loaf pan for one hour at 300 degrees F. Test 
at 45 minutes, using a cake needle or toothpick. If the needle/toothpick comes 
out clean, the cake is done. If not, continue baking for 15 minutes and test 
again. 

When done, cool the cake in the pan for 3 minutes. Then invert the pan onto a 
cooling rack and let it cool for 5 more minutes. Lift the pan off the cake. Put 
another cooling rack on top of the cake and invert it again so that it is now right 
side up. Continue cooling. When the cake is completely cool slice it into 15 or 
20 thin slices. Wrap each slice individually in plastic wrap or aluminum foil.

I am writing this while we are still in the midst of Epiphanytide, so 
looking fonward to our Lenten discipline seems a little "out of 
season." I know, though, that the season of Lent will soon be upon 
us, along with that great, long trek to the "Queen of Feasts" - Great 
and Holy Pascha, the Day of the Resurrection... EASTER. 

I have altered the Lenten schedule a bit this year, owing to reduced 
attendance on Wednesday nights. The six-week Lenten program 
that I will offer this year is "Surprised by Hope - Rethinking heaven, 
the Resurrection and the Mission of the Church" by the Rt. Rev. N.T. 
Wright, the Bishop of Durham, England. I cannot recommend this 
series highly enough, as it has helped me to refocus my own 
thinking on these central aspects of our faith. We will start with a 
soup and bread supper at 6:00 PM on Tuesdays in Lent, with the 
program starting as soon as supper is wrapping up. A limited 
number of Participant's Guides for the course are available in the 
church office for $9.00. Please act quickly! 

Wednesdays in Lent we will begin the evening with a reflection on 
the Holy Cross at 5:00 PM that will lead into the Stations of the 
Cross. After silent meditation following the Stations, we will stay in 
the main body of the church for mass - with a different historic 
Eucharistic prayer each week. Please try to join me for this - it is 
something I have never done, and I look forward to taking some 
ancient Eucharistic prayers "out of the museum" and into the life of 
the Church so that we might be able to reap their spiritual benefits. 

I look forward to the next couple of months, as we begin our 
preparations for a truly holy time. It is with much joy in our life 
together that I am.
